The statement is frequently made 
by the heads of “presure groups,” 
in seeking bigger relief appropria- 
tions, that “Relief and WPA have 
come to stay — and must be more 
adequately financed, instead of be- 
ing maintained on a charity sub- 
sistence basis!” 

So long as it is impossible for men 
and women to find work, who want 
work and would prefer work to 
charity, undoubtedly government 
must fill the gap with made-work or 
relief payments to keep them from 

_ want and hunger. 


With that contention, no real Am- 
erican will quarrel. But the assump- 
tion that part of society must con- 
tinue to support the rest of soci- 
ety in all the years to come, sim- 
ply because the relief system has 
been found necessary during a per- 
iod of economic chaos and emer- 
gency, is a defeatist attitude that 
is aggravating and prolonging the 
whole relief problem. 

An illustration,of where that in- 
dolent philosophy may lead was fur- 
nished a few days ago when a coun- 
selor in one of California’s leading 
universities sought to find out from 
some one of his students what pro- 
fession, business, or trade he wished 
to prepare for. “Are you interested 
in medicine?” the counselor asked. 
“No”, responded the boy, “doctors 
have to work day and night; they 
have no time to call their own.” The 
counselor tried again: “Would you 
like to be a lawyer?” But the youth 
rejected the law, too, stating that 
“Lawyers usually starve to death for 
years before they are able to build 
up a practice.” After trying to in- 
terest the boy in several other oc- 
cupations without avail, the slight- 
ly exasperated counselor asked: 
“Well, just what would you like to 
be?” And the student, after ponder- 
ing the question at some length, re- 
phed: “To tell the truth, I'd like to 
be one of the unemployed!” 

An extreme case, perhaps. But it 
is typical of the: “I’m licked—why 
bother?” attitude that is rapidly un- 
dermining American habits of thrift 
and industry which have made this 
nation most progressive, self-reliant 
and prosperous on the face of the 
globe. 

Aonther illuminating sidelight on 
the relief question was furnished 
last week in The People’s World,— 
Communist daily newspaper, carried 
a front-page condemnation of. the 
State Relief Administration because 
it required persons on the relief roll 
in Santa Barbara County to accept 
farm work in lieu of government 
bounty, 

Said The People’s World: “Santa 
Barbara County unemployed are 
cut off the relief rolls to do forced 
labor in the pea fields, modeled af- 
ter the German Nazi forced labor 
program.” 

Just what connection Mr. Hitler 
has with the fact that California 
unemployed were induced to work, 
instead of continuing as objects of 
charity, will not be apparent to 
most Californians. 

But The People’s World probably 
revealed the real source of irritation 
when it pointed out that the men 
could get more (from the govern- 
ment) doing nothing than’ they 
could picking peas on Santa Bar- 
bara county farms. The article con- 
tinued: “The pea field wages were 
25 cents a hamper to begin with 
and were raised to 30 cents a hamp- 
er after protests, but this is still 
far below wage scales in other areas 
and requires additional funds, be- 
ing given now by the SRA in order 
to bring the workers’ pay up to the 
relief scale they would be eligible 
for under SRA.” 

In other words, being on relief 
has become more attractive than 
being employed in private industry 
—yet private industry, of course, 
pays the upkeep for relief! 

California legislators, when they 
consider the relief question, need 
to consider it with their eyes open. 
There are radical groups in Cali- 
fornia, such as The Workers Alli- 
ance, that are militantly promoting 
the idea that the government owes 
every man a living. And if he can 
lobby the Legislature and get a bet- 
ter living for not working, than he 
can get on a farm, or in an Office. 
for honest labor, then by all means 
he shouldn’t work. That is the “new 
philosophy,” but it is the most repre- 
hensible and dangerous philosophy 
that could be inflicted on the Amer- 
ican people.

DEATH OF MAN AT 
GEORGETOWN 


Preparing for an Inquest at seven 
o'clock tonight at the courthouse 
into the death of James Harold 
Rogers. 33, found dead Sunday 
morning near Georgetown, Coroner 
A. J. Orelli said today noon that he 
does not suspect that Rogers’ death 
is connected in any way with his 
having taken part in a fight Sat- 
urday evening. 

The doctor’s examination failed to 
disclose any bruise on the skull 
which would have been likely to 
cause a cerebral hemorrhage, from 
which Rogers died, the Coroner 
said. 

“Of course, the doctor said that a 
blow on the jaw might cause a cer- 
ebral hemorrhage,” Orelli said, “but 
he also said that such a blow would 
have to be strong enough to knock 
a man unconscious, and there ap- 
pears to be no evidence that Rogers 
was hit that hard.” 

Sheriff George M. Smith said 
that Deputy Ralph Jones was at the 
scene shortly after the body was 
found Sunday morning and that a 
thorough investigation had been 
made and that the findings of the 
investigation are substantiated by 
the conclusions of the autopsy sur- 
geon. 

“However,” Coroner Orelli said 
“we will go completely into the case 
at the inquest and the jury will 
then render whatever verdict it 
finds is warranted.” 

The body of Rogers was removed 
to Sacramento Tuesday morning for 
funeral services and interment in the 
care of the Andrews & Grelich cha- 
pel.
